The Emperor Maximilian, the 
second son oof the Archduke’ 
Francis Charles of Austria, was 
born in 1832, and it was when 
27 yenrs of age that he was first 
approached by Mexican- exiles - to 
ecome candidate for the Throne 
of Mexico. He did not, however, 
first accept, but sought ta satisfy 
his restless desire for adventure 
by a botanical expedition to the 
tropical foresta of Brazil, 

In 1863, however, under pres- 
sure from Napoleon JIL of 
France, and after General Forey’s 
capture of the city-of Mexico and 
the pleaiscite which confirmed the 
proclamation of the Empire, he 
consented to accept the crown. 
This decision wag contrary to the 
advice of his brother, the Emperor 
Francis Joseph, and involved the 
logs of all his rights in Austrin. 


REFUSED TO ABDICATE. 


Maximilian landed at Vera Cruz 
on May 28th, 1864, but from the 
outset he foynd himself involved 
in difficulties of the most serious 
kind, which in 1866 made apparent 
to almost everyone outside Mexico 
the - necessity for his ubdicating. 
Though urged to thia course By 
Napoleon himself, Maximilian re- 
fused to desert’ his followers, 

Withdrawing in February, 1867, 
to Queretaro, he sustained a siege 
by the Juarists for several weeks, 
and the garrison, ‘when about to 
make a Inst attempt to break out, 
he was betrayed by Colonel Lopez 
to the besicgers on May 15th. 


SHOT AT DAWN, _

Theso were some of the re- 
marks of Rev. E. L, Allen in’ a 
lecture at the University  Inat 
evening on “China at the Cross- 
roads. 

Rev. Allen said: “The problem 
which confronts China at the 
moment, smarting as sho fs under 
what has happened in Manchuria, 
seems at ‘first sight insoluble, 
except by war. Yet war can 
offer -no solution. 
back Manchuria, but of what o 
cost. It would bo at tho cost of 
China's own conversion to the 
creed of violence and hatred and 
unrensonable strife between 
nations which were meant to be 
of service one to tho other. If 
you go to war, you can only de- 
feat the . militarism ‘. 
threatens you from the enemy 
country og you are willing to set 
up a yet greater militarism in 
your own country. Do not think 
thet you can keep war within the 
limits of self-defence. You can- 
not, With whatever ideals you 
begin war, in 2 short time you 
will have discarded those idcale 
and become as brutally aggres: 
sive and ns careleas of clementary 
human rights as all other nations 
have been when they took up the 
aword. ra . 

But, you will say, what else can 
we do? We cunnot tamely sur 
render, an unworthy compromise 
would be worse than war, and 
there Is no other way. Thero is 
another, a Christian and a very 
practical way. Let me speak of 
those who have chosen this way 
for themselves and their peoples 


Prussia’s Example. 


“When in 1806 Prussia found 
herself a mere fiof of France, one 
of the measures which she pro- 
posed was—the ‘foundation of 
the University of Berlin. In 1807 
Fichte delivered in the capital hie 
famous ‘Addreases to the German 
Nation.’. We have been defeated, 
he said, on the battle-field, let ue 
earry the conflict into the realm 
of the spirit, and we shall win 
Let us revive the old ‘German 
traditions, let us remove from 
private and public life the selfish: 
ness and party-spirit that were 
worse foes to us than the French 
have ever been, and let us give 
ourselves to the deliberate effort 
by a new. system of ‘education and 
a freely- pted national dls- 
cipline, to create within 25 years 
anew Germany’ which shall bring 
in a new humanity. Happy for 
Prussia if ahe had not listened at 
the same time to other counsclt 
than this. 

“In the first half of last 
century, Denmark became acutely 
conscious of the fact that she 
could no longer rank as ao great 
Power. So'she chose for herarelf 
a better part and under the leader- 
ship of patriots Hke Gruntvig_ and 
Christen Fold became o new kind 
of nation, a model fer the rest of 
the world. The first Folk High 
School was opened on the southern 
frontier as ‘a spiritual fortifica- 
tion against Germany.’ It was a 
school in .which young men and 
women would be taught to love 
Denmark’s past and to go for: 
ward bravely Into the future, to 
work for a State which -should 
love justice and be indifferent to 
power. But the great movement 
townrds the foundations of these 
Schools for the making of a new 
nation came in 1864, when Den- 
mark -lay prostrato before the 
armed coalition of Austrin and 
Prussia. :

LAGOON 


Winchelsea, Sept. 8. 

An anxious time has been spent 
this. weckend by tho occupants of 
some of the bungalows. at Win- 
chelsea owing to the invasion of 
their holiday homes by -the sea at 
thigh tide. 

In the darkness the water rushed 
through a gap in tho shingled bank 
and the occupiers of some of tho 
houses left to sock other accom- 
modation.

“Tho ' sea 
completely surrounded us.on Satur- 
day and again this afternoon, It 
rushes in at high tide with a roar 
and rushes out with a roar again.

LINER'S CREW 
ON STRIKE 


TEMPORARY HOLD-UP 
IN CHANNEL 


The second largest liner in the 
Dutch Mercantile Marine, the Rot- 
terdam (24,149 tons) was held up 
in the English Channel last month 
because of ' the crew's. refusal 
allow her to enter any port except 
Rotterdam, where thero, is a sca- 
men’s strike. 

The Rotterdam ts owned by the 
Holland-Americn Line and was 
homeward bound from New York. 
She was expected in Southampton 
to land such passengers ag did not 
leave the.'ship when she called at 
Plymouth. 

Owing to labour troubles in Hol- 
land the owners intended that tho 
vessel should end her voyage across 
the Atlantic either at London or at 
Southampton, as it was feared that 
{f the vessel reached Rotterdam her 
crew would joln the senmen on 
strike there. 3 

An official of Messrs. Escombe, 
McGrath and Co., the Southampton 
agents of the Holland-America 
Line, said that messages had been 
received from the Rotterdam. that 
the crew had declined to work the 
ship into any port other than 
Rotterdam. 

Later, however, the owners ac- 
eepted the position, and allowed the 
liner to proceed to the Dutch port.
